Small bulbs are #5 and #6 ak is$ inch to 3/4-d4nch, #6 is 3/8 to 4 inch). #7 is3/8 
inch and under, We ship #1 and #2 for keee and ALL #3 FOR MEDIUM. so our medium 
bulbs will average much larger than most growers sell as medium. Most of our old 
customers order the medium size and find them very satisfactory and cheaper.
